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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being clearly anticipated by 
Goldberg (US 4,603,489) and anticipated by Brown (US 5,361 ,51 1 ). Brown is 
considered to disclose the claimed dryer comprising: 

Refrigerant circuit constituted by sequentially installing and connecting a 
compressor 60, a gas cooler 62, a pressure reducing device 62, and an evaporator 66 
in an annular shape 30; and 

blowing means 50, 52', 46, 49 for circulating air the drying chamber to exchange 
heat with the gas cooler and the evaporator wherein the blowing means is positioned in 
an air circulation path between the gas cooler and evaporator (please see column 3 
lines 5-15). 

Claim Rejections ■ 35 USC § 103 

Claims 2-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Giovanni in view of Ebara (EP 1 081 383). Giovanni is considered to disclose the 
claimed invention, as discussed in the anticipatory rejection above, except for the 
claimed C02 refrigerant and flexible duct member. Ebara, another evaporation, blower, 
and cooler device, is considered to disclose the claimed C02 refrigerant and the 
flexible duct member at column 1 line 9 and paragraph 4 respectively. It would have 
been obvious to one skilled in the art to combine the teachings of primary reference 
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Giovanni with the claimed C02 refrigerant and the flexible duct member found in the 
secondary reference Ebara for the purpose of allowing an environmentally safe 
refrigerant for domestic or commercial use and allowing ductile gas flow conduits 
adaptable for domestic or commercial use respectively. 

Response to Arguments 
Applicant 1 arguments with respect to claims 1-3 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground of rejection. Applicants place great emphasis on legal 
arguments but current Office practice permits construing claims under their broadest 
reasonable meanings in light of the specification. Factually, both primary references are 
considered to recite each element of the claimed invention. Legal arguments are 
unnecessary.
